Gentlemen: 


By virtue of Section 26 of the Charter of the City of 


Kingston, it is my duty to see to it that the Local Laws, 
Ordinances, Resolutions, etc. of the Common Council are 
duly executed and that all City Officers perform their duties. 


Section 106 of the aforesaid Charter provides that a 


member of your Board "who shall neglect his official duties, 
shall be removed from office by the Mayor after due hearing 
on charges." 


As you know, the Common Council of the City of Kings- 


ton on January 6, 1948 duly adopted a Budget which, among 
other things, fixed.the salaries of the members of the Fire 
Department. It is your duty to prepare and certify a payroll 
covering the members of the Fire Department. I am 
informed that for the payroll period ending January 15, 
1948 your Board has neglected to prepare and certify a pay- 
roll in accordance with the aforesaid Budget. 


Your neglect to perform your official duties in the respect 


indicated,'has caused serious hardship to the members of 
the Fire Department and their families. For this reason, I 
am officially calling the provisions of the Charter to your 
attention and I direct that you forthwith perform your 
official duties witli respect to the payroll of the members of 
your Department. In the event that you fail to do so by 
Friday, January 23, 1948 at 10 a. m., I shall have to take 
such action in tho premises as may be necessary.

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WAR IS YOUR BUSINESS 


The average citizen, though he professes 


to hate war, believes that the possibility of 
H is out of his hands. Me shrugs his shoul- 
ders and says "What can one person do to 
prevent it?" Wars are embarked upon by 
governments, however, and governments arc 
supported by the average citizen, multiplied 
many time*. 


Trygve Lie. UN Secretary-General, in an 


interview at Lake Success, warns against 
apathy on the part of the public. He advises 
citizens to support UN by following its pro- 
ceedings, by joining UN study groups, and by 
seeing that their children take an intelligent 
interest'in UN activities. Speaking to the 
average man. he says: 


"Read as much as you can about other 


nations and other peoples and try to take a 
sympathetic view of their problems. Remem- 
ber always that the existence of misery in 
another country, no matter how far away it 
may be, is a blight upon civilization as a 
whole and that it cannot fail to affect you, 
your family, and your own country." 


In short, it is the realization on the part 


of average people everywhere of the kinship 
and the bonds between them. These can 
become strong enough to withstand the con- 
stant temptation to slug it out rather than 
to work it out. 


"The wont thing about modern progress," 


an old fellow we know, "is that it's so 


hard to find a partner interested In a game 
of honeahoes." 


HEDIN AND HIS MAPS 


Th« United Stated Department of Defense 


has better maps of Russian Asia than the Rus- 
sians themselves have. This includes Man- 
churia and the whole region from the Pacific 
to the Caspian Sea. According to a Stock- 
holm newspaper, they were prepared for 
the Swedish explorer Sven Hedln and sent 
to Germany for printing. There they were 
captured by American troops before the 
Germans managed to destroy them, or the 
Russian*, in whose section of Germany the 
printing was done, to get hold of them. 


Hedtn, now 82, has been one of the most 


notable of modern explorers. He discovered 
unknown mountain' ranges in Central Asia, 
found the sources of the Brahmaputra and 
Indus riven, mapped many regions hereto- 
fore only vaguely known, and located a geo- 
graphical curiosity, Lop-nor, a wandering 
lake that has several times shifted between 
two locations 40 miles apart. 
Western 


European and British scientists have been 
cool to him for his fanatical attachment to 
the German cause in both world wars. But 
he is one of the few men alive today who are 
assured of fame for centuries. 


STRAW FROM NEW HAMPSHIRE 
He didn't say no. So Now Hampshire, 


where they believe in doing things early, will 
on March 9 hold the first Republican presi- 
dential primary of 1948, and tost the popular 
strength of General Elsenhower. When told 
that Senator Tobey and other state leaders 
were putting him on the ballot, General 
Eisenhower merely repeated that he was not 
in politics, but did not forbid the use of his 
name. So his name stands. 


At least once before New Hampshire 


showed which way the wind was blowing. In 
1932 Al Smith hoped to be the Democratic 
presidential nominee for the second time, 
and put his name up in the New Hampshire 
primary. Followers of a prominent gover- 
nor named Franklin D. Roosevelt also 
entered hit name, and to the politicians' sur- 
prise Roosevelt carried the state vote. Al 
Smith's candidacy nover recovered from this 
blow, though he mustered « fnlrly heavy 
vote In the convention. 


The voice of destiny was heard on that 


1932 winter day in New Hampshire, but no 
OOP recognized It at the time. This year 
politicians will listen more carefully.

book, "You're the Boss," an outstanding tociologlcnl 
study of American life. No college professor could 
have written it, because no one of them could have 
had as Intimate a view of the actual operations 
of our political system. I quote the following 
paragraph from Flynn's book: 


"One of the main reasons for Willkie'i defeat 


wtts the lack of support given him by the regular 
Republican organizations. The organizations cer-. 
talnly did not \vunt him to-be nominated. He over- 
whelmed them in Philadelphia. Unquestionably they 
left the -convention wllh no kindly spirit toward 
I heir candidate. This Ceding got worse, aggravated 
by the tact that Willkie took every opportunity

Wendell \Villklc could hiivc been elected lit 


10'IU. Flynn comes pretty clone to admitting that 
and I am sure that Jim Farley, when his full book 
appears, will come close to admitting it. Willkie 
was oriK'nully projected by a group of business- 
men associated with the National Association or 
MunuCucturors who were leeklng someone to out:- 
glamous Roosevelt. Long before the Convention, 
he SVHS Invited to address the N. A. M- big dinner 
nt thn Waldorf Astoria. They i«w • chance of de- 
feating Roosevelt. There WM money to burn. I 
know this situation intimately and directly because 
I wns then associated with the N. A. M. 
TJie Republican politician! did not want Willkie. 


There were two reasons: 1. He was not a Republi- 
can.

These are controlled by Dis- 
trict Leaders who, in turn, arc controlled by County 
Leaders, The really effective political agents are 
the County Leaders. They make or break candi- 
dates. They arc strictly organization men.

prefer organization men.

Of the many Republican candidates, three arc 


Htrictly organization men, Robert. A. Taft, Thomas 
E. Dcwey and Joseph Martin, Jr. Stassen is an 
organization Republican but he is not really a 
candidate. 
Elsenhower is a rank outsider, pro- 
jected by such outsiders as Thomas J. Watson of 
the International Business Machines Corporation 
and Joseph E. Davles, Mr. Roosevelt's Mission, to 
Moscow. The manager of the Draft Eisenhower 
movement, Stuart Scheftel, is a youngish man who 
has been all over the map, supporting independent 
movemenls in the Republican party but rarely a 
regular. His over-anxiety to achieve'political lead- 
ership quickly and without practiced experience has 
made a maverick oE a mugwump. 
Dewey's announcement: of. his candidacy, while 


lute, clarifies the atmosphere in New York. As 
long as he did not announce, candidates were 
playing for some votei in the New York delegation. 
From now on that delegation, which has not yet, 
been chosen, will bf> a unit.

SOME FACTS ABOUT CATARACTS 


We are reading much about patients with in- 


juries which huve rendered them blind being able 
lo see again because some one has bequeathed one 
of his eyes, the use of a certain part of which, the 
cornea, restores the sight. 


As a matter of fact, the corn«a is just the trans- 


parent outer coat, or covering, of the eye which is 
like the class or crystal ot a watch. And just as a 
piece of glass can get scratched or clouded;jso also 
can the cornea, so that no object can be seen by 
the eye, By attaching a new piece of this trans- 
parent tissue (obtained from another person) to 
the damaged membrane, a new "window" for the 
eye results. 
However, It Is not damage to the ouler window 


lhat causes most cases of blindncssc—one ot Iho 
commonest being what is called a cataract. As we 
think of a cataract, we have a vision of a white 
substance that seems to cover or partly cover the 
little hole which allows light to enter the eye — the 
pupil as it Is called. This white substance is grow- 
ing on the lens of Hie eye, which is exactly like the 
lens of a camera. This lens lies behind the pupil or 
hole of the colored portion (gray, blue, brown) of 
the eye. 
The leas is able lo change its shape in the eye, 
thus permitting it lo focus objects near or far away. 
And, just n» the cornea or window covering the oy« 
can get clouded, so can the lens which also is trans- 
parent. It is this clouding of the lens that is called 
a cataract. 


As there are many mistaken ideas about'catar- 
acts, Dr. Abrnm B. Bruner in "Hygeia," the health 
magazine, mokes some helpful suggestions: . 
1. It is not necessary for an eye surgeon to wait 


until the cataract develops to a certain point, ripens, 
before removing It. The cataract is removed as soon 
as It interferes with vision, 
' 
2. Operation should be performed by an eye 


sui-Rcon and consists of removal of the lens. 
3. Operation is performed under a local anaes- 


thetic, with no discomfort or shock. 


4. The patient, usually is unable to use the eye 


for a month after the operation, although the stay 
in the hospital is only from 12 lo 14 days.

Washington, Jan. 22—How can 


America make sure that the Mar- 
shall Plan money will riot go- down 
the '"rathole"—the word so fre- 
quently heard on Capitol Hill to 
describe the possible failure of 
the plan to build up a barrier in 
Europe against Communism? 


This is the question that both- 
ers many members of Congress. 
Yet invariably when they try to 
get an answer 
from Secretary 
Marshall or his aides to the- sug- 
gestion that safeguards be writ- 
ten into the legislation, the ob-. 
jeclion is made that, any such pro- 
visions would'be'regarded abroad 
as .an 
"infringement" on sov- 
ereignly. 


But it so happens that 46 na- 
tions of the world have 'already 
accepted the 'vary kind of limita- 
tion* which it is now sought to in- 
troduce' into the Marshall Plan; 
Thus for instance the- agreement 
creating the world bank- contains 
the following language: 
"The bank shall make arrange-' 
ments to ensure that the proceeds 
of any1 loans are used only for the 
purposes for which the loan was 
granted, with due attention 
to 
considerations of economy and ef-. 
ficlency arid without regard td 
other non-economic • Influences or 
considerations." 


This 
is language 
sufficiently 
broad and understandable and it 
certainly cannot 
offend 
against 
any nation's sovereignty since it 
is already5 ari integral part of an 
agreement signed by 46 nations, 
including all but four of the coun- 
tries in the' group of 16 coming 
under the MarsHall Plan. 
What is means is that 
the 
world bank is actually providing 
today a method and an authority 
for inspecting what is done with 
the public's money. There is no 
reason why the European Re- 
covery Administration — as the 
agency to carry put the Marshall 
Plan is to be called—cannot.func- 
tion like .a bank with reference to 
all loans. 
Where there "are • grants for re- 
lief or gifts the -situation is some- 
what different. On the loans the 
American: government can insist 
on the right to follow through on 
what happens to the money. 
The real difficulty is that'the 
Department of State is unduly 
sensitive to 
Russian 
criticism. 
Sometimes it becomes important 


to weigh the advantages against 
the disadvantages and it docm't 
matter a great deal what the Rus- 
sians think about any feature of 
the 
Marshall Plan. They, arc 


propagandizing against the whole 
thing anyway. Their cooperation 
is not going to be won by avoid- 
ing all forms of supervision ef 
American lending- abroad. 


This is not the first time the 


United States has stood guard 
over the use of American fund* 
abroad. Thus the famous Dawes 
plan and later the Young plan 
after World War I involved the 
creation of a commission which 
sat in Berlin and kept track of 
what was happening to the re- 
ceipts and disbursements in Ger- 
many and acted in an advisory 
capacity on certain financial and 
economic problems. 


This precedent can be of help 
in devising ways and means «f 
following through on the Mar- 
shall Flan. It would be most un- 
fortunate if th« Department of 
State's sensitiveness were allowed 
to'squelch every suggestion made 
by the Congress to. protect, the 
handling of American funds. 


When a nation is appropriating 
as much as $7,000,000,000 a year, 
more instead of less mpect 
w 
engendered when the citizens cf 
the lending country appear 
to 
take an interest in what happen* 
to their money. This is a natural 
function of the lender and is bet- 
ter understood in Europe per- 
haps than anywhere else in the 
world. 
There is certainly no need 
to 
ask that Americans be a part of 
the spending agencies of other 
governments but in the legislt- 
tion authorizing the lending ef 
money it can be provided that 
American inspection' rights 
and 
complete information must 
be 
assured at every stage of 
the 


lending1 and 
spending ' process. 
Otherwise the money appropriated 
for the 1949 fiscal 
year could 
very well be the last 
for thoce 
countries which dissipated 
the 


funds for purposes 
at variance 


with the objectives set? forth by 
the United States. 
The provision in 
the7 world 


bank agreement is adequate and 
if insisted on by Congress woojd 
surely be accepted by foreign gov- 
ernments.
